INSPECTION, MARKING AND TACTICS 


I made some changes in the MARKING SYSTEM in the higher 
bracket. 


From Inspection Reports, which I received last year, I was of 
the opinion that too many Commanderies were receiving 10 
minus marks. We mark on a 1000 Point System, and a Com- 
mandery in order to receive a 10 minus mark must receive between 
985 and 1000 points. 


Several questions were submitted to me by Eminent Sir Clyde 
L. Carter, Inspector Instructor, for clarification. Upon reviewing 
the questions, I find that all were covered in either our Ritual 
or the Tactics, and copies were mailed to all Inspecting Officers. 
I must state here that the Marking Department is under the 
direction of Eminent Sir Clyde L. Carter, Inspector Instructor, 
who will make his report later. 


MEMBERSHIP 


My objective, upon being elected and installed your Grand Com- 
mander for 1955-1956 was 1000 petitions. It was my feeling that 
1000 petitions was not asking too much. 


We need 800 petitions to show a Net Gain over deaths, demits, 
and suspensions. On May Ist, we had received 616 petitions. 
We shall not know until the Annual Returns are received, after 
the close of the Commandery Year on June 30th, if we have 
made a Net Gain in Membership or not. 

Eminent Sir J. LeRoy Jones is the Chairman of our MEM- 
BERSHIP AND SERVICE COMMITTEE, and at the be- 
ginning of the year, he gave each Commandery a quota based 
upon their last year’s membership. As of May Ist, ten Com- 
manderies have reached or exceeded their quotas. There is still 
time to bring in petitions, and have them acted upon before the 
closing date of June 30th. 


Let each Sir Knight put his shoulder to the wheel and “PRESS 
FORWARD TO VICTORY!” 


CONCLUSION 


Every Master Mason should be a potential and prospective 
petitioner for the Orders of Knighthood. It is there that our 
approach to new members should commence. Masonic education 
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as to what the future may hold of further interest, should not be 
dimmed by too much reticence in this respect. Particularly is it 
desirable that prospective members should know that beyond 
the horizon of their present Masonic knowledge, there lies a con- 
tinuing Body within the Masonic family, which is founded upon 
the precepts of the Christian Faith.

CHANGES IN BY-LAWS 
Feb. 23, 1956 


Section 1 of Article II entitled “Officers” to read as follows: 


Section 1. The Officers of the Commandery shall be chosen annually at 
the Annual Stated Conclave in June, and the Officers shall be installed not 
later than June 30th at a date to be determined by the Commander elect, 
and shall retain their office until their successors have been elected and installed. 


Amend Section 1 of Article IV entitled “Fees” to read as follows: 


Section 1. Every accepted candidate shall pay to the Recorder before 
receiving the Order of the Red Cross, the sum of thirty dollars, and the sum 
of thirty dollars before receiving the order of the Temple, together, when 
required by the Commandery, with a sum sufficient to cover the cost of 
regulation Commandery coat, and a Knight Templar’s regalia, which shall 


conform to the uniform adopted by this Commandery. 


Amend Sections 1 and 3 of Article V entitled “Dues” to read 


as follows: 
Section 1. Each member of the Commandery shall pay to the Recorder 
the sum of seven dollars annually in advance in the month of January. 


Section 3. If any member shall fail to pay his dues or assessments to the 
Commandery, for the period of one year, it shall be the duty of the Recorder 
to notify said delinquent of the time it is proposed to act upon the matter 
that he may show cause why his name should not be suspended from the 
roll of membership; and if he shall, for the space of thirty days thereafter, 
fail to pay the same and shall render no satisfactory excuse to the Com- 
mandery, his name may be suspended from the roll of membership by vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at the stated conclave. Any member who 
shall fail to pay his dues for a period of three years shall be dropped from 
membership after the notice of the proposed action and by a majority vote 
of the Commandery at the stated conclave, — PROVIDED, HOWEVER, 
that the Finance Committee shall have the authority to remit from time to 
time, the dues and assessments of any member whose age, infirmity, mis- 
fortune, or deserts may in its judgment, entitle him to such remission, in 
which case the Recorder shall notify the Board of Trustees, which shall forth- 
with pay over to the Treasurer from the income of the Charity or Permanent 


Fund the amount of such dues and assessments. 


Amend Sections 2 and 4 of Article VII entitled “Permanent 
Fund.” 


Section 2. Said fund shall be held in the corporate name of this Com- 
ll 


mandery, but shall be under direction and control of a Board of Trustees con- 
sisting of three members holding no other elective office in the Commandery. 
Each member of said Board shall hold said office for a term of three years 

and at each annual conclave the term of one member thereof shall expire and 
election to the vacancy then to occur shall be held at the annual conclave 
in June. Should a vacancy occur in said Board it shall be filled at the next 
stated conclave, due notice thereof being borne on the notification.

Section 4. The income of the fund only shall be appropriated, and that

This money shall be-separately invested in the name of Trustees of the: 
Life Membership Fund. 
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Annually the Trustees shall pay to the Recorder an amount equal to the 
annual dues of the living life members as of June first, provided the total 
income of such fund for each year is sufficient for that purpose.

Sir Knights: 

_ Supplementing the Financial Report of the Educational Founda- 
tion Committee for the Division of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island as prepared by our Auditor, Em. Sir Hurlbut L. Plummer, 
for the year ending December 31, 1955, copies of which have been 
filed with the Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment K.T. 
of U.S.A., and with the Grand Recorder of the Grand Com- 
mandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, which report 
will be published in the Proceedings for 1956, we present ad- 
ditional information and comments regarding the work done by 
your Committee since January 1955. 


The year 1955 was the best year for this Division in the histo 
of this Foundation. The number of applications received lite 
the year exceeded the number of loans granted. We granted 131 
loans which were as follows:

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Divisions by the number of loans granted being surpassed by 
Texas and New York — both very large Divisions.’’ The first 
four Divisions: Texas, New York, Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
and Michigan granted 572 loans or 44% of all loans granted.

The following comments are made relative to the work done. 


CASH 


The cash in the checking account and in the various savings 
bank accounts has been confirmed by certificate from the deposi- 
taries. The various savings bank books in the safe deposit box 
were also examined and checked with the confirmations. De- 
posits, warrants, and cancelled checks were verified. 
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GOVERNMENT BONDS 

All bonds were examined and verified at the safe deposit vault 
in the presence of the Grand Treasurer and Executive Secretary. 
There were no purchases nor sales in 1955. 

All interest due on these bonds and savings bank accounts has 
been received. 


RESERVE FUND 

In accordance with the vote of Grand Commandery, the Fund 
held in reserve for a number of years has been transferred to 
the Educational Foundation. This Fund which amounted to 
$10,814 consisted of a $5,000 Government bond and a savings 
bank account amounting to $5,814. The bond matured in April 
and the money was transferred to the checking account of the 
Educational Foundation. The savings bank account was also 
placed in the name of the Educational Foundation. 

This Reserve Fund was the result of an excessive collection 
of assessments at the time the Educational Foundation was set 
up. The Fund was set aside by Grand Commandery at the time 
as a reserve to be transferred to the Educational Foundation 
when it would be of service. This has now been accomplished by 
Grand Commandery vote and it has been added to the Principal 
account of the Educational Foundation. 


PRINCIPAL 

As previously mentioned, the Principal account has been 
increased by the transfer of the Reserve Fund from Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The various items written off by authorization of Grand En- 
campment or by compromise settlements with borrowers, re- 
sulted in a total reduction of $1,615.32 in the Principal account. 


GENERAL 

The 1956 payment books were sent out by us for verification 
purposes with the usual request that in the event any discrepancies 
were noted the students should communicate directly with us. 
No complaints have been received. 

Depreciation on office equipment has been provided for the 
past year. Accounting expense has been accrued at the year end. 
Balances are shown for liability for withholding and social security 
taxes. The liability to the Grand Encampment has also been 
set up. 

Subject to the foregoing comments, I certify that the appended 
exhibits, in my opinion, fairly present the condition of the Edu- 
cational Foundation Division as of December 31, 1955, and the 
result of operations for the year ended that date.

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REPORT OF THE SERVICE COMMITTEE 


R.E. Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


The Service Committee is a new venture having as its objective 
stimulation of individual commandery activities by sharing 
knowledge of ideas and plans that have been tried and proven 
successful in operation. The Committee also has stressed the 
importance of increasing membership and has urged action and 
offered assistance. 


In organization the jurisdiction was divided into six districts 
each served by a District Service Representative. Several com- 
mittee meetings were held to exchange ideas and formulate plans. 
Many contacts with commanderies were made, particularly with 
the smaller commanderies, through correspondence and in person, 
and use was made of the columns of The Templar through coopera- 
tion of the Grand Recorder. 


Membership activity in the jurisdiction was satisfactory through 
March 1956. Since then there has been a marked decline. Through 
April 1956, 616 petitions have been received compared with 610 
at the same time a year ago and 625 in 1954. To exceed last 
year’s total of 726, we need 111 petitions in May and June.

Commander, I will be reasonably short, but I do appreciate the 
opportunity because, if I were Commander of a Commandery, 
I ae want some advance information of the times and move- 
ments. 


As soon as you get out of Grand Commandery you sometimes 
figure it is getting old and not doing anything. So I was, frankly, 
very thrilled at the manner in which our present R..E..Grand 
Commander got behind this proposition for June 2nd, and the 
way in which the Grand Recorder has distributed requested tickets. ' 
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I won’t bore you with all that a project of this type involves, 
but it is an all day and night deal with not too much cooperation 
from some sources; so the cooperation from Templary was gratify- 
ing. I have never sold anything; I am not a salesman. But I 
look at continued membership growth in the Upper Bodies of 
Masonry as a salesman; the way to make sales is by advertising, 
by billboards or displays. A factor that has made the Shrine of 
North America the fastest growing organization composed of 
Masons is its pageantry and display — an appeal especially to 
the senses and eye. 

This project at the Garden last year sponsored by Aleppo Temple 
eave the DeMolay boys a place in the sun, This year, not re- 
peating that, Aleppo Temple in Boston has again taken the 
Garden, with the idea that this year’s event would be sponsored 
for Massachusetts Masonry from Worcester east; that is, in 
the Aleppo Temple jurisdiction. 


f an for the Grand Master to be present, and we want 
eo van and Scottish Rites represented. In both Rites, leaders 
have appreciated the opportunity to make an appropriate and 
attractive display before an audience of fifteen thousand, at 
least a quarter of them not yet members of the Upper Bodies, 
and it is an opportunity for salesmanship. The Consistory will 
be there with uniformed guards and their Commander in full 
uniform. The Deputy and Active 33rds of Massachusetts will 
be there. All of which is of no particular interest to us in this 
room today although some are members of both Rites.

ater instructions will go out, but this is the deal, as far as 
fhenniney Je interested, eaag vat I don’t want to take re 
much time — but if I were a Commander I would see AES 
over-all picture. The festivities will start at seven o’cloe in 
the Boston Garden, — and the whistle will really blow at. 0}. 
There will be a concert from 6:30 to 7:00 by the Aleppo pe : 
On the nose, at 7:09, there will be an entrance by the Aleppo 
uniformed units. At 7:12 the Consistory Guards will come in. 
Then the heads of Fall River and Massachusetts Consistory 
in Boston will enter. At approximately 7:15 — these times will 
be re-vamped — the Grand Chapter will enter in twos with 
the Grand High Priest. Around 7:20 the Council will enter. 


At 7-22 the Knights Templar will come in by Commanderies 


in order of precedence and receive the R..E.. Grand Commander. 
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Now there are some matters for the attention of the Com- 
manders of the thirty-three Commanderies that are going to 
be there. We will have issued 12,758 reserved seats; they will 
bear the legend on them that they are “good until 7:00 p.m.” 
That is because we are rejecting over 5,000 requests, and issuing 
5,000 tickets that will authorize holders to occupy any scat 
empty after seven o’clock. So if you have a blue ticket for a 
lady she had better be there at seven o’clock; otherwise there may 
be somebody sitting in the seat. Even though you will not march 
on the floor until 7:25 you must be there to get seats for the 
ladies, and also to be lined up in the position I will now tell you 
about. Because when the whistle blows the Grand Commandery 
will come in if ready, and if not ready will not come in at all. 
Success last year chiefly resulted from setting a time schedule 
and keeping to it. 


The various Commanders will report with their men at the 
Hotel Manger end of the Garden. For those not familiar with 
the Garden that is the end nearest Nashua Street. On the Garden 
second floor there will be guides to direct you. 


_ I say again Sir Knights must be there, all prepared in uniform 
lined up, I would think, not later than seven o’clock at the latest. 
I am going to have Harold Burr there in Shrine uniform in a 
general supervisory capacity to line up the Commanderies in 
proper order. 


Practically all thirty-three Commanderies have said they will 
bring banners. Two things are important on that. We went 
through it in ’51 in Mechanics Building without difficulty. For 
those who bring banners I suggest you have white adhesive tape 


on ge staff of the banner with the name of the Commandery 
on It. 


Banner men should be cautioned on entrance into the Garden 
— to take plenty of room, because I am not sure of the clear- 
ance, — and they must allow room to dip the colors and then 
get them up again. We don’t want to spoil this, — not only from 
the point of view of the Shrine but also Templary, and we want 
to do it right. The procedure will be under the direction of Harold 
Burr. (R..E..Sir Wilson takes the floor and establishes points 
in the asylum for explanatory purposes.) 


This is the Manger side of the Garden and Sir Knights will be 
assembled in the corridor along that side of the lobby. They 
will form in the corridor outside the Garden floor in the order of 
precedence of Commanderies. They will come in this entrance, 
because the stage is here. I will be at a microphone where I was 
last year and if you give me any cooperation not only can Templary 
have a build-up, but I would also like to announce each Com- 
mandery with its leader. Each Commandery will cross the Garden 
floor, passing the stage, and march down this further side of 
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the Garden. Commanderies will march in threes except for 


the colors. The first sixteen Commanderies, roughly, will circle 
to a point here. There is the stage, and they will come up to 
here in sections. I will have guides there, so they will know where 
to stop, and that is important. Last year the DeMolay boys 
crowded up towards the stage, leaving a gap at the rear of the 
hall which somewhat spoiled the picture. For instance, Boston 
Commandery reaches a point here and stops. A second guide 
will pace off fast for Newburyport. There will be a man in a 
green coat there where Newburyport will stop. So I hope to 
have the Commanderies in line with proper spacing. Roughly 
there will be sixteen in this line, and sixteen in this line. There 
will be about fifteen feet between the lines. They are now both 
lined up, leaving an open center aisle of about fifteen feet. 


The R..E..Grand Commander and Grand Commandery 
officers will enter at the far end of the Garden and come down 
this center, as I now plan it. I don’t dare give “threes left” for 
reasons which you understand. But from the microphone I will 
probably say, “inward face.” Commanderies on this side of the 
floor will face this way, and the others this way. I will give them, 
“present. swords,” and as the Grand Commander and officers 
come down the center aisle all thirty-three Commanderies will 
be facing in and will present swords. He will pass me and go up 
and meet the Potentate. I will then give an order, “carry swords,” 
and “right and left face,” and the Commanderies will then be 
facing the stage. I would like to have them disperse to seats in 
an orderly way. This line should come forward, with the uniformed 
men, except the banners, going to seats here, whereupon the 
banners should leave the hall as a group. The banners will be 
put in the room they originally reported in, and then those men 
come back in the hall to their seats. Sir Knights on this side would 
follow the right column and do the same thing. 


The seats for all uniformed men will be on the side-lines where 
the Bruins have their rink-side seats. There are five sections of 
forty-two seats each on the side-lines. They are good seats, 
the best in the house, and those seats are solely for uniformed 
men. In the first end section will be the Aleppo Chanters as they 
have to be there for their singing. The degree staff of Aleppo 
Temple will be in the second section and the Knights Templar 
will be in the third, fourth, and fifth sections. I don’t expect 
you to remember all that but I want to give you the picture. 
You will get instructions. 


I think I have covered everything for an initial picture. I 
want to make this repeat. We have a guarantee, and I hope 
it holds fast, of thirty-three Commanderies with 600-odd men, 
all in uniform. Every man in uniform should have a pink ticket, 
which will admit him on the floor for these rink-side seats, Every 
man who gets a pink ticket should also have a blue ticket for 
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his lady. We have tried to cooperate. George Weeks went to 
the trouble of mailing them out first class. Each set of blue 
tickets will all be in the same seating group so the ladies will 
be sitting with other ladies of their Commandery. The whistle 
will blow at 7:00. The ladies must be in their seats by 7:00. The 
Commanderies report at the Manger side of the Garden. They 
march in about 7:22 or 7:25. When the order is given, those in 
correct position will march in, and we will wait for nobody. 


I personally am optimistic the way it has gone up to now. 
If you instruct your men on June 2 on the way in, on the bus, 
— each Commander being responsible for his own Commandery, 
— this can be a knock-out and Templary can establish a real 
place in the sun. Unless I miss my guess, Blue Lodge members 
on the side-lines, not already Commandery members, will re- 
member it and it can get us candidates. It should be well worth 
what Commanderies may spend. Those who attend will see 
some worth-while entertamment. Up to yesterday we had 9500 
requests for many thousands of tickets; I am turning back re- 
quests for at least 20,000 seats. 


The Shrine Patrol will put on a drill with lights that is out 
of this world. We have a one hour show with a feature act the 
same as last year, the Mariners, for whom we are paying $1500. 


The performance of all but the professional entertainers should 
be over by 9:00 or 9:15. The professional performance is an 


pou I guarantee you will be out of the Garden not later than 
715. 


Tur Granp Commanper: Thank you, R-.E..Sir. May I 
at this time publicly thank you and Aleppo Temple for giving 
Templary the opportunity to participate in this event. Thank 
you. 


Now I call for any new business. While you are thinking 
of some I have asked R..E..Sir John Rines if he would say a 
word to us on the Knights Templar Eye Foundation. R..E..Sir 
Rines, would you kindly say something on this. 


R..E..Sm Jonny E. Rinus: R..E..Grand Commander and 
Sir Knights, I will make just a little review to bring you up to 
date on what has transpired on this wonderful charity project 
of which we all are to be a part. Articles of incorporation have 
been drawn up by eminent attorney Robert Smith of Wash- 
ington, assisted by Sir Knight Wilbur Brucker, ex-Governor of 
Michigan and Secretary of the Army, and the State of Maryland 
has-approved them. The Knights Templar Eye Foundation 
is now in incorporated form. The by-laws are now being put in 
a rough form by attorney Smith, assisted by Wilbur Brucker, 
and a meeting of the Trustees is to be called within a very short 
‘ime. 
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Of course, as you know, the first returns from the assessments 
are not due until July 1, 1957, but I am sure it will interest each 
and every one of us to know that plans have already been made 
and that the Trustees are going to accept the personal responsi- 
bility of endorsing the notes, and we will borrow $100,000 in 
advance of the receipt of the assessments. Due to the fact that 
to date there has been a great many requests for treatment for 
those whom we believe will be eligible, September or October 
should see the beginning, of course, in a small way of our real 
charity. From that time on it will continue to grow. We are 
assured that before the new year comes around there will be very 
many cases of people unable to pay whose blindness will be 
partially restored, or restored, and the Knights Templar Eye 
Foundation will be emulating as far as possible the wonderful 
work which the Shrine of North America started in their charity 
for crippled children. We will be able to take that part and 
restore the greatest sense, the greatest God-given thing, which we 
all have, our eyes. Thank you.

Eminent Sirs and Sir Knights: 


In the June issue of The Templar I stated ‘this will be my last 
opportunity to address you before the end of our Commandery 
statistical year (which ends on June 30th).”” But I would be remiss

It 
is my pleasure to present to you Most Worshipful Whitfield W. 
Johnson, Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons in Massa- 
chusetts. 


M..W.. Wurrrrenp W. Jounson: R.. E..Grand Commander, 
distinguished guests and Sir Knights. For the third and last 
time as your Grand Master I have the privilege today of bringing 
to you the official greetings of the M.W. Grand Lodge of Masons 
in Massachusetts. To these official greetings I would like to bring 
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my own personal greetings and congratulations, R..E..Sir, on 
the completion of a busy and successful Templar year. As a Past, 
Commander of St. Bernard’s Commandery I feel completely at 
home in this Grand Commandery and I shall look forward to 
many years of fellowship with the Sir Knights of this Grand 
Commandery as a Past Commander of my own Commandery. 


Just at this particular time, when we are all interested perhaps 
in an article that appeared in Life Magazine within a week or two, 
it brings up again that age old relationship between the various 
Masonic groups. Whether we think that the article was wise or 
unwise, or was well prepared or not well prepared, or whether 
we think that it would have given a better impression of what 
Masonry is if it had been prepared in a little different way, perhaps 
we might say that it is comforting to know that Masonry is con- 
sidered sufficiently important to receive notice in a magazine 
like Life. I should say briefly, for the benefit of our guests from 
other jurisdictions, that in the jurisdiction of Massachusetts, the 
Senior Grand Lodge in the Western World, both the York Rite 
and the Scottish Rite, and the allied Masonic groups, are well 
aware of the relationship as is evidenced by the very gracious in- 
troductions with which the Grand Master of Rhode Island and 
the Grand Master of Massachusetts were received here today. 

Analogies are dangerous because a perfect analogy can never 
be devised or thought up. Some things you can’t explain by 
analogy. How can you explain love by analogy? How can you 
explain happiness by analogy? How can you explain immortality 
or eternal life? One cannot explain Masonry by analogies. Perhaps 
that is one reason why Life Magazine was so inadequate in its 
explanation to the lay mind of what Masonry is. 

Even though analogies are dangerous a little analogy occurs to 
me right now which I am going to suggest for you to think about 
for a very few minutes. I like to think, personally, of Masonry 
as a great university of life; a university in which students volun- 
tarily enroll because they are seriously interested in studying 
their obligations to their fellow man, their obligations as individuals 
during the span of their lifetime upon this earth. All Masonry 
1s a great institution of learning, a great university. In the Blue 
Lodges some of the students feel that they can study through the 
precept of the Blue Lodges all that they need to know with regard 
to Masonry. Some have a particular ability to study individually 
on the basis of the fundamental courses that are taught in the 
Blue Lodges of our university. 

But there are others who are consciously alert to the necessity 
of grasping every possible means of furthering their knowledge 
on one question and one question alone. How best can I learn 
to put into practice the fundamental precepts that our university 
is teaching, the fundamental precepts of life? And some of us, 


individually or in groups, pursue that subject with perhaps more: 
assiduity than others and we have, as I like to think of it, within. 
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our great university many, many study groups. I like to think 
of our York Rite Bodies and our Scottish Rite Bodies as study 
groups within the framework of our great institution, studying 
how best we can learn the great secret of our Craft; how best we 
can learn the secret of making the precepts of our institutions 
an important and vital part of our society. 

In Templary those of us who study in the study group of Temp- 
lary are studying with relation to one great inspiration, the great 
inspiration that comes to us from Him whom we in Templary 
consider to be our Blessed Saviour. And we in Templary are 
necessarily advocates of the lessons which He taught as imple- 
mented through our Masonic teachings. And it is entirely proper 
and right that a certain group of us might like to pursue that study 
together in the hope that it might inspire us to be better Masons. 
There might be other study groups where some other great man 
might furnish the inspiration for the group to study as a means 
of implementing the principles and virtues of our Craft. 


But we in Templary must be very careful if we are devoted to 
our blessed Emmanuel as one who can help us understand the 
principles of our Craft, the great principles that are taught in 
our Masonic university of life. We must be very careful, since 
we have enlisted under His banner, that we assume the responsi- 
bility that goes with the privilege of being a soldier under the 
banner of our blessed Emmanuel. By voluntarily enlisting in this 
study group we have voluntarily dedicated our lives to the greater 
effort to put into practice the principles of our great Fraternity, 
the principles that we learn in the university of Masonry of which 
we are all members. 


Now sometimes, organizationally, there is some thought as to 
who precedes whom, who takes precedence, what officer takes 
precedence over what other officer?

who has best learned how he can make Masonry a vital and im- 
portant part of his life.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members of 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusells and Rhode Island: 
At our Semi-Annual Conclave May 19th I had not received the 
marking sheets of five Commanderies, but at this time my report 
is complete. 
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Even though the Marking system was more strict, so that a 
Commandery could lose only 15 points and stay in the top bracket; 
27 Commanderies were given a 10 minus; only one short of the 
previous year. 20 received a 9 plus and 3, a nine. 


The three Commanderies which received the highest marks were 
Newburyport with 997 points and St. John and Bay State tied 
with 995. 

I would like to add that eight Commanderies came into the 
10 minus rating with a mark of 985 and five others with 986, 
just over the line. 


There were five Commanderies that lost in their attendance, 
the same as last year. 

One acting Commander did his work without error and he was 
the Generalissimo of Newburyport who filled in for the Com- 
mander who was sick. 

The individual losses for the fifty Commanderies range from 
3 to 70 points per Commandery. 

Twenty-eight Commanderies retained the same mark as the 
year before, while twenty-two varied; thirteen bettered themselves 
and nine went lower.

I present to you, 
our distinguished guest, R..E..Sir and Rev. Robert E. Chable, 
Right Eminent Grand Prelate of the Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America, and personal 
representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master Walter A. 
Delamater, the Most Eminent Grand Master of the Grand En- 
campment of Knights Templar of the United States of America. 


R..E..Sm Rosert BE. CHasie: R..E..Grand Commander, 
M..W..Grand Masters of the M..W.. jrand Lodges of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, M. Ill. Grand Masters of the Grand 
Councils of these jurisdictions, the representatives of the M. Ex. 
Grand High Priests of these jurisdictions, Ill. Deputy of the 
Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite for the district of Massachusetts, 
M.-.E..Harry Gilmore Pollard, M .. E.. Past Grand Master of 
the Grand Encampment, R..E..Sirs, E..Sirs, and Sir Knights. 
I think that, covers all of you. 


First let me say that it is a profound privilege and a genuine 
personal pleasure for me to be in Massachusetts again. While 
this is my very first visit to your Grand Commandery’s Annual 
Conclave it is happily not my first visit to the Masonic Bodies 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. I had a perfectly delightful 
time with you in Leominster a little more than a year ago and in

the last year I have had a most cordial reception in Providence 
at one of the Symbolic Lodge affairs. I have certainly been well 
taken care of so far and’-I want to express to you my abiding 
gratitude for the hospitality that has been extended to Mrs. 
Chable and me. Let me say that the dinner last night was so 
very good that I recently made the discovery that I wanted to 
lay something of it up. So if you will examine the jewel of the 
Grand Prelate you will discover a sundae stain. 


Let me say that I would want to compliment this Grand Com- 
mandery the like of which I-have not seen in any of the other 
Grand Commanderies that I have made official visits to in the 
last year. It has been my task to travel from the Dominion of 
Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, literally, and I have not seen 
in any other Grand Commandery the amazingly high percentage 
of Grand Representatives present that I have seen here this 
morning. I congratulate you for that. I do not think it is equalled 
very frequently, if at all, anywhere else. 


Now there are certain matters that the Grand Master would 
have us speak to you about briefly. I know that you are under 
pressure of time here this morning; I know you are anxious to 
have your noon meal; I know you have certain plans for your 
afternoon. So I will begin by expressing to you, R..E~.Sir, 
and through you to your Grand Commandery, the personal 
greetings and best wishes of M..E..Sir Walter Allen Delamater, 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
of the United States of America. M..E..Sir Knight Delamater 
would have been happy to be with you if he had been able to do 
so but at the present time he is in the western part of the country. 
Having expressed his best wishes may I also bring the greetings 
of the hundreds of thousands of Knights Templar across the 
length and breadth of this land and in the subordinate Com- 
manderies under the jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States. 


Let me also say that I have been particularly impressed this 
last year with the courtesy of your R..E..Grand Commander 
in sending to me, ever since he knew I was to make the official 
visit here, the copies of the Templar. I have read and digested 
each issue, reading every word of each issue as it came. It has 
been able to give me a rather comprehensive picture of your con- 
dition, what your hopes are, and the extent to which you are 
achieving those hopes and goals. I do think this is an excellent 
organ for publicity and for the dissemination of information. I 
would wish sincerely that all Grand Commanderies might have 
such a publication medium as you have and I would certainly join 
your Grand Commander in the hope he expressed this morning 
that you all, by all means, continue to disseminate, as broadly 
as possible throughout your Grand Commandery, the issues of 
your T'emplar for it is an excellent publication, 
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Tam happy to learn officially that you have had a gain this last 
year, a net gain of 37, and that you have had a net gain in Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island for the last nine consecutive years. 
I am concerned, however, and I should tell you so quite frankly, 
that your net gain for this last Templar year is so much less than 
your net gain here of the previous year. Perhaps there are ex- 
tenuating circumstances to explain it but I would hope that we 
will not accept the net gain of 37 as a standard but will think 
rather in terms of the net gains which have been somewhat larger 
and which you have had in many other years. : 4 


To the visiting Grand Commanders of other Grand Com- 
manderies may I suggest to them that you take back to your 
Grand Commanderies what you have heard here; that this Grand 
Commandery has had a gain now for nine consecutive years. 
In the words of the inspired Sacred Word, “Go thou out and do 
likewise.”” 


It is always quite thrilling to find that a Grand Commandery 
has some very special project all its own that is not a part of the 
Grand Encampment but a project used because we exist for only 
one purpose and that is to serve. I do congratulate you most 
heartily in what you are doing here in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island with your Christmas Fund. Certainly one must always 
remember in Templary that the heart of the ethical system of 
the Christian Gospel ‘is found in the parable where the King says 
unto them on His righthand, “Come ye blessed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world: for I was hungry, and ye gave me to eat; I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink; I was a stranger, and ye took me in; naked, 
and ye clothed me; I was sick, and ye visited me; I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me. Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee hungry, and fed thee? or athirst, 
and gave thee drink? And when saw ‘we thee a stranger, and took 
thee in? or naked, and clothed thee? And when saw we thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto thee? And the King shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it unto 
one of these my brethren, even these least, ye did it unto me. 
My congratulations to you for practicing In this very concrete 
and specific way the application of the Christian virtues of pure 
benevolence. 


Next, I am delighted to read and hear this morning of the 
contribution you have made to the restoration of the steeple on 
the Old North Church. Before I make an official visit to any 
Grand Commandery I try ‘to prepare myself for that visit by 
reading as much as I can read of what the Grand Commandery 
has done in the past. I remember the appeal and suggestion made 
by R.-.E..Sir Robert Gardiner. Wilson, Jr. and the matter dis- 
cussed. I am happy that you have had a part in the restoration 
of one of. these structures which breathes the very spirit and 
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life of all that is American. That, I think, is noteworthy of com- 
ment. 


Next, I want to suggest something to you that is to me very 
important for you to think about particularly here. You have your 
Semi-Annual Conclave usually in Providence, your Annual usually 
in Boston, but you have at your Grand Conclave mostly your 
Council Officers, your Past Commanders of your constituent 
Commanderies. You do not generally have here, for reasons 
best known to you, your Baldric Knights. You do not have the 
Templar from the sideline. He is in your own Commandery but 
you do not have him a part of your Grand Commandery. It 
seems to me if he is to have his perspective enlarged, to have his 
horizons widened, then it is particularly important that he be 
made to feel an integral part of something that is larger than him- 
self and larger than his own constituent Commandery. The Grand 
Commandery to that Baldric Knight, to that Templar on the side- 
line, is just some nebular reality like the old lady who envisioned 
God as appearing to her as nothing but an oblong blur. 


Now, we need to bring this Knight something more than he 
sees in his own Commandery. Perhaps you can not invite him 
for reasons best known to you but we must remember the principle 
that pretty largely it is true that we oursleves are loyal to that 
which you give us the chance to help create. We are most loyal 
to those things in which you give us a part. So when the great 
majority of Sir Knights and your Fraters in your constituent 
Commanderies are not here to see the Grand:Commandery in 
operation, when there are very few opportunities they have here 
to have their horizons widened and vision enlarged, then it seems 
to me all the more important that the Grand Commandery should 
be taken to them. 


Thus I commend you for your work at the Boston Pops, for 
the night such as you had at Aleppo Temple and, not because I 
participated in it at all, especially I commend you for the Church 
Service at Leominster when I was here a little more than a year 
ago. If we can not bring our Fraters here then let’s go out to 
them and I do think if you continue to move this Church Service 
around your State, around both of your States, then you are, 
by doing that, taking it here one year and there another year, 
with your night at the Pops, and a night at Aleppo Temple and 
elsewhere, you are taking Templary where our Fraters are and 
thus enlarging their horizons, shaping their vision, and giving 
them a greater loyalty, for they will be most loyal to that in which 
they feel they play some fundamental, integral part. 


Now I am happy to be able to tell you in regard to the Knights 
Templar Chapel in the George Washington Memorial in Alex- 
andria, Virginia, that plans are proceeding apace. The architects 
have pretty largely done their work and the contractors are now 
in the middle of their activities. It is still hoped and expected 
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that we shall be able to dedicate that glorious Chapel as a monu- 
ment to Templary on the Saturday before Easter, April 20, 1957, 
in Alexandria. I do hope that you will make every effort to be 
present for an occasion that will come to Templary but once in 
our lifetime. 

Next, let me say that the Knight Templar Eye Foundation is 
doing well. Now, Sir Knights, I am aware that here and there 
across the country there is some reticence, some lack of enthusiasm 
about this important subject. I made the official visit to the 
Grand Commandery of one State some months ago and during 
the course of the discussion, before I had spoken and brought the 
official message, a Past Commander arose from the far end of the 
Asylum and said, “This was put over by the Grand Encampment 
and none of us knew anything about it and it seems to me the 
Grand Encampment always has its hand out for something.” 
Of course, I was there with the purple cord of the Grand Encamp- 
ment and every eye was riveted on me. The Grand Commander 
said, “What will you do?” I said, “Nothing, now. We will let 
the Sir Knight have his say and I will speak later.” They put 
through the resolution. When I spoke I said, “Now and then you 
will hear of this but if there was a breakdown in communications 
it was either in the records of the Grand Commandery or the 
records of the constituent Commanderies because all of the in- 
formation was certainly sent down before the Triennial meeting 
in New York City. It is true that the Grand Encampment over 
the years has ‘always had its hand out’ for the Educational Loan 
Foundation and now for the Knight Templar Foundation for the 
Preservation of Human Eyesight, and thank God we have; so 
does every Clergyman I know have his hand out; so does every 
educator I know; so does the Red Cross, the Heart Fund, Cerebral 
Palsy, Cancer Research. Thank God we breath free air in a free 
land in which there are institutions that, will have their hand out 
perpetually so that the charitable work of our institutions can 
go forward.” : 

In Palestine there are two seas and the River Jordan flows 
into both of them. One takes only what it needs of the Jordan Ss 
waters and sends the rest on its way. And trees grow on its banks 
and flowers bloom there and fish live in its waters and birds fly 
above them, and there the Master of men. taught by the Sea of 
Galilee. But there is another sea in Palestine, and the river flows 
into that. It is a selfish sea. It takes everything it can get of the 
Jordan’s flow and sends nothing on its way. And there are no 
flowers or trees along its banks and there are no fish within its 
waters and no birds fly above it, and the Master of men avoided 
it. This is the Dead Sea. Dead because it took all and gave nothing 
in return. There are two seas in Palestine, my Fraters, and there 
are two kinds of people in the world. 

No one in the entire Grand Encampment has been more en- 
couraging, more stimulating, and had a greater integral part in 
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the work of establishing the Knight Templar Foundation for 
Human Eyesight than your own R...E.. Past Grand Commander 
John Rines and we are tremendously grateful for the contribution 
he has made in terms of his time, his effort, and his substance. 


Let me say a word to you about the Educational Foundation. 
I wish that all of the jurisdictions would do the job you are doing 
here. But let us not be content to place on our brows the laurel 
wreath. The Educational Foundation and all of our Masonic 
charities are really the very foundation of the Fraternity and are 
the reason that we exist at all. 

You heard me, some of you, say yesterday that in the last three 
or four months $4,000 has come across my own desk in loans for 
boys and girls at the college where I am Dean. As a Dean of a 
college I think I know, even better than any of you do, what this 
Educational Foundation means. Right now we are getting a loan 
for one of our boys from Massachusetts who is in my college in 
Michigan. He was the State Chaplain of DeMolay, here, in this 
State. We are getting that through the Grand Chapter of Eastern 
Star. When you can see these youngsters go on and complete their 
education, who knows, maybe the hand of the surgeon who 
guides the knife on us some day may be able to do it because the 
funds from our Foundation permitted that youngster to go on 
and get his degrees and serve and qualify to help us. 

I should like to say a word about ritual. I am interested in 
the discussion that took place this morning between the Grand 
Commander of New Hampshire and the representative of the 
Scottish Rite. I have never belived that it was a case of either 
Scottish Rite or York Rite. I have always believed that instead 
of being an either/or thing it was a both/and thing. Thus I have 
been highly honored by both Rites and I am profoundly grateful. 
But I have found rich opportunity for service in both York and 
Scottish Rites. 


_ Let us begin to ask ourselves one question. What bearing does 
ritual have on membership? What can we do about it? Now you 
may not like something I am going to say to you but I am going 
to say it anyhow. It seems to me that the impression we make on 
the candidate presented to us is going to be an abiding one and 
in proportion to our own effectiveness is that impression going 
to be what we earnestly want it to be. But the first impression 
of the candidate is in the Symbolic Lodge. And let us not ever 
view ourselves as belonging to an exclusive body by neglecting 
our Symbolic Lodge for there is the foundation of both Rites 
and you cannot erect a superstructure unless you have a firm 
foundation. We belong in our Symbolic Lodges; there working 
actively, patiently contributing what we can, and we want to 
make an impression there first and then in the Chapter and here. 


I had occasion a few months ago to literally‘blow my stack’ 
if you will excuse that expression. I was asked to come to a 
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Symbolic Lodge and present some Bibles after the Master Mason 
Degree. What I saw in the second section was pure unadulterated 
sadism. It was nothing more than the opportunity to give vent 
to sadistic tendencies that lurked within the human breast. I 
began to become concerned about this man who was the candidate. 
So I made an appointment with him for lunch. I told him that I 
was afraid he might have the wrong impression of Masonry and 
I continued to explain. He said this, “Doctor, if you hadn’t 
explained this to me I wouldn’t have darkened their door again.” 
I said, “What are you going to do?” He said, “I am going to be a 
Boy Scout executive.” I said, “Thank God, we need men like you.” 
If we take a part in our Lodges we will probably save some Masons 
because we can speak the truth to some of our Brethren who may 
forget that, Masonry is serious business. 


I am not impressed with an Order in the Commandery, or 
Chapter and Council, if it is sloppily done. Let’s face it, the York 
Rite has a lot to learn from the Scottish Rite. It is inconceivable 
in the Scottish Rite that I know about to put anyone in a role 
at the last minute and thus we have the type of portrayal we have. 
Can we in the York Rite dare to do anything else in justice to the 
candidate? It begins in the Lodge and continues in the Chapter 
and continues in the Council; and you and I in our constituent 
Commanderies and our Grand Commanderies will only be as 
strong as we help our Symbolic Lodges or Chapters and Councils 
to be. We are all in this together and we ought not to be so im- 
pressed with a jewel, such as I saw being worn on a Knight Templar 
uniform in a State not long ago during inspection and it was 
against Grand Encampment orders to wear this jewel. How much 
good do we do the Lodge and Chapter and Council and Com- 
mandery if we have merely gone through the Chairs only to get 
a jewel and certain distinctions. Not long ago I saw a High Priest 
carried up the stairs and installed only so he could somehow 
meet the requirement for a certain honor in the Fraternity which 
demanded that he preside over all four Bodies. Now that man is 
not able to confer a degree but they carried him up there so he 
could get this honor. I venture to say we do a disservice if we are 
more concerned with honors than the love and service of the 
Orders themselves. 


Let me conclude my message to you by telling you a true story 
that is close to my heart and why you and I must have this revitali- 
zation in all of the Bodies of the York and Scottish Rites. If I 
could do one thing and had to limit my activity to one thing in 
Masonry I would want that thing to be the thing I have enjoyed 
the most, presenting the apron in the Entered Apprentice Degree 
to every boy on my college campus who starts in Masonry in 
Hillsdaie. They say it is a lovely sight to see the dean on one side 
of the altar and the student on the other. I have presented the 
apron to every one but one and that one I raised him because [ 
couldn’t be present when his apron was presented. 
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A few years ago a boy came to me. His father had been a 32° 
Mason and had died. His mother had grown older and her vitality 
had decreased. She had had a terrible time sending the children to 
college. I became very friendly with the lad. He took up with me 
in my office and I said, quite inadvertently, “Son, it seems to 
me we ought to look at the problem this way.”’ I saw the ex- 
pression on his face. I went back and restated and discovered 
that I had called him son. I said later on, “I couldn’t think of you 
more if you were my own boy.” With a look he said, “Dean, you 
know, that means more to me than you will ever know.” 


A little over a year ago I went to his fraternity house to talk 
with his fraternity mother. The boys were watching television 
and I said, “I can’t stay so don’t get up.” He said, “May I see 
you for a moment alone?” “Where do you want to go?” We went 
into the library. He said, “Sir, could I say something to you just 
once man to man?” JT said, “David, you know we have never put 
things on a student-dean basis so whatever is on your mind say it.” 
He put his hand out and I looked and put my hand out. He said, 
“There is only one thing I have wanted to say for so long. Dad, 
you are the greatest.” I think it is one of the highest honors I 
have ever received. I couldn’t see the steps through the tears. 


On the 6th of June I had the thrill of raising David to Master 
Mason. I am financing him through college. He has had a father 
and I haven’t had a son. I am turning down the honor of being 
at my Consistory to get my 33° and they will mail mine. I am 
going to see him get his Royal Arch and I hope to obligate him 
shortly after the first of the year in the Temple. 


The point is not only a revitalized Templary but a revitalized 
and greater Masonry in all its branches is necessary today and for 
the Davids of tomorrow who will be following us. We dare not 
break our faith with them.

REPORT OF THE SERVICE COMMITTEE 
Year Ended June 30, 1956 


Boston, Massachusetts, October 29, 1956 
Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members of the 

Grand Commandery of Massachusetls and Rhode Island: 

The Service Committee during the past year had the dual as- 
signment of promoting membership and stimulating all other 
constructive forms of activity for the member commanderies. 
The service concept was a new one. Utilization by member com- 
manderies of the help offered was somewhat disappointing. Prog- 
ress was made, however, but to be effective, such a plan requires 
a longer introductory period. It is the opinion of the committee 
members that two or three years would be required to fully 
establish the committee’s usefulness. 


MEMBERSHIP 
There was a net gain of 37 in the membership total for the year. 
This is only .25 of 1% and points again to the need for concerted 
action to increase our membership. The membership total at 
the end of the year was 14,760.

PETITIONS 


Our quota was 1,000 petitions. At the end of March we had 
over 91% of our cumulative objective, but low petition activity 
in April, May and June caused us to end the year with only 
72.2% of our quota. This compares with 72.6%, 80% and 77.7% 
of quota, respectively, in the three preceding years. 


Our petition total of 722 was only four less than last year, yet 
the net gain in membership was 114 less. This result is explained 
by the effect on 1956 of the carryovers of candidates not knighted 
from the preceding year and to the succeeding year and to an in- 
crease in 1956 in the total number of members lost through deaths, 
demits and suspensions. 


Fourteen commanderies equaled or exceeded their petition 
quotas. Particularly outstanding in percentage of quota attained 
were Cyprus No. 39 with 245%, Natick No. 33 with 234%, and 
Thomas Smith Webb No. 51 with 200%. 


In total number of petitions obtained DeMolay No. 7 was first 
with 54, Boston No. 2 was second with 40, and Gethsemane No. 35 
was third with 33. 


NET GAINS AND LOSSES 


Twenty-two commanderies had a net gain in membership in 
1956, two had no change, and 26 had net losses. DeMolay No. 7 
had the largest net gain with 29, Natick No. 33 was second with 23, 
and Sutton No. 16 was third with 29. A net loss in membership 
by 26 commanderies is ominously significant and emphasizes the 
need for corrective action. 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


We lost 121 members by demits and 86 by suspensions. Each 
of these figures is the highest for the last five years. It is important 
to reduce the annual total of demits and suspensions. The com- 
mittee repeats a recommendation made by its predecessor, the 
Membership and Publicity Committee, that a special committee 
be appointed by the Grand Commander to study losses in mem- 
bership by demits and suspensions and from its conclusions make 
recommendations for corrective action. 
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AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


Affiliations were only 14 in number — reinstatements totalled 
only 15. These figures set new lows for the five-year period just 
ended. 


PUBLICITY 


In addition to personal contacts by committee members with 
individual commandery officers, the columns of The Templar were 
utilized to exhort petition activity and to keep the member com- 
manderies informed of the progress being made in relation to 
quota by each commandery and by the Grand Commandery. 
The Templar was issued monthly by the Grand Recorder and was 
distributed to council officers and recorders of member com- 
manderies and to Grand Commandery officers. Some of our pub- 
licity material was reprinted in the national Knight Templar 
magazine and use was made of it in other jurisdictions.

R..E.. Sir Frank H. Winson: Thank you, R.. E.. Grand Com- 
mander, and now the Grand Commandery is yours. Thank you, 
R-.E..Grand Marshal, for your services. 


Tue Granp Commanper: R..E..Sir Frank H. Wilson and 
R-.E-.Sir Harold 8. Crocker, I want to express my appreciation 
to both of you for installing the officers today. I, of course, have 
looked forward to this for a long time and you two R..E..Sirs 
have been my guiding light. I have tried to follow in your foot- 
steps and I hope I can do just that. Thank you very much. 


M..W..Grand Masters, R..E..Sirs, E.*.Sirs, and Sir Knights, 
I want to say again how deeply I appreciate the honor that has 
come to me today. I feel rather humble in taking this job over. 
I think that in the last eleven years, as I have been coming up 
the Line, that I have started to appreciate the size of the job I 
have taken on today but, frankly, even today I started to realize 
that it was even bigger than I had thought. But I assure you that 
I will do the very best I can towards the cause of Templary in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island and anything that I can do for 
any individual Commandery I hope they will call on me and I 
will certainly try to give them my best. I hope for you and your 
Commanderies and the Grand Commandery, of course, that we are 
going to have a very successful year. 


I have been looking forward to it because of the many remarks 
that have been made about the way things were starting off. 
I want to particularly thank our Junior Past Grand Commander 
for the opportunity of getting our membership campaign started 
earlier this year than normally. We were able to start, with his 
permission, a couple of months ahead and I think it has started to 
pay dividends. . 


There is one group of E..Sirs that I cannot forget and those 
are the Sir Knights of Sutton Commandery who came up here 
today. These Sir Knights have been a big help to me in the whole 
eleven years I have been in Grand Commandery. They told me 
when I was wrong and coached me when I needed it. I am really 
proud and pleased that they came up here today. I would like to 
introduce the Past Commanders who came up to serve as the escort 
for the day. 
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First is Norman Rennie, Captain of the Guard, and a Past 
Commander of Sutton Commandery. Incidentally, Sir Knights, 
he just got out of the hospital and this is the first time he has been 
on the floor of the Commandery since his operation. Norman, 
will you stand up and take a bow. 


Then, down at the end of the line, E-.Sir Elliott F. Borden; 
E..Sir George A. Knowles; E.".Sir George R. Holt; E..Sir Paul G. 
Covill; E..Sir Charles P. Horton; E..Sir Charles R. Dugdale; 
E... Sir Joseph Dawes; E.. Sir Franklin H. Michelsen; E..Sir Oman 
R. Price. There is one hiding in the back that I should not forget. 
He is always working. E..Sir James E. Ellis. 


Sir Knight Grand Captain of the Guard, you will present R..E.. 
Sir Mortimer Schroeder to the East. 


E..Sir Lours A. Beaupow: R-.E-.Sir, I present R-.E-. Sir 
Mortimer Schroeder. 


Tue Granp Commanper: You will present R.-.E..Sir Frank 
H. Wilson. 


(R..E..Sir Frank H. Wilson presented to the East.) 


R.-.E..Sm Frank H. Witson: Thank you, R-.E..Grand 
Commander. 


Mort, I have almost run out of ritual so I don’t know what to 
say at this time. I have in my hand a Past Grand Commander's 
jewel so eminently worn by one of the best we have ever had in 
days gone by, Frank Nagle, and a great many will remember him. 
As is the custom they are passed on and it is a credit to think 
that we can wear one so eminently worn by our predecessor. 


I had the extreme pleasure to appoint, eleven years ago, two 
good men in the line. Some would say they turned out good but 
I knew they were good. It wasn’t a hardship for you as you were 
a seasoned man. So I want to present to you this jewel. 


It reminds me of a time when I was present at an organization 
such as this but where there were many more who wear very 
elaborate jewels. One of the newspaper men who was there, 
and not a Knight Templar, looked over all these jewels and tried 
to value all these jewels. Somebody who was well informed in 
our organization told him that these, jewels were not be to reckoned 
with by value. It wasn’t the intrinsic value that we placed on 
these jewels but rather that these jewels we wear are symbols and 
they are symbols of the higher teachings of our Order. 


So it is, Mort, that I am very glad to invest you with this 
symbol, a higher teaching of our Order, a Past Grand Commander’s 
jewel. Now before I get through, Mort, I think there is something 
more here which is my pleasure to present to you now that you 
have graduated from the red to the purple, the rosette for your 
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chapeau and the beautiful shoulder straps with the compliments 
of Grand Commandery. 

R-.E..Srr Mortimer W. Scurorprer: Frank, you say you 
ran out of ritual; I have run out of words. Frank, I want to thank 
you very much for presenting me with this jewel, this rosette, and 
these shoulder straps. It is particularly fitting that it should be 
you who presented them to me for back in 1945 you appointed 
me in this Grand Commandery Line. You sponsored me all up 
the Line and installed me as Grand Commander last year. If I 
have done anything which is a credit to this Grand Commandery 
I owe it all to you. I have tried to do my best and I hope I have 
not been a disappointment to you or to this Grand Commandery. 


I want to thank the Sir Knights of this Grand Commandery 
for giving me the opportunity of proceeding through the Line 
of this Grand Commandery and being the Grand Commander 
during the past year. It has been one of my greatest honors and I 
appreciate it more than words can tell. I thank you for all ‘you 
have done to make things easy for me in my progress along the 
line, the courtesies you extended to me in your various Com- 
manderies, and for everything you have done for me. I appreciated 
it very much and thank you. 


R..E..Sm Frank H. Winson: Good luck, Mort. 


Tue Granp Commanper: Now, E..Sirs and Sir Knights, per- 
haps it is in order to say just a few things about what we hope to 
accomplish this year. Perhaps the foremost thing in our minds 
all the time is membership. We have heard several addresses on 
membership today and I will say Amen to every one of them. 
Our quota, again, this year we are®*going to try to meet is 1,000 
candidates. Sir Knights, we need them. We had a net gain of 
37 last year. Nobody seems to know why, except the explanation 
our Leroy Jones gave us, last year was an off year. We hope to 
get back on the track again this year and boost that up and see 
if we can’t possibly make up that difference we had last year. 
Frankly, what I am looking for and hoping for is a figure I sort of 
had in my mind — some people may say it is a dream — but our 
membership is 14,760. What I am hoping for at the end of the 
year is a net membership of 15,000. Now if we are going to get 
15,000 we need 1,000 candidates. If we get 1,000 we will have 
15,000. We have been shooting at that 15,000 mark for several 
years. I hope this is the year we are going to hit it. The indi- 
vidual Commanderies need them and the Grand Commandery 
needs them. 


There will be a change in the marking system this year. This 
year we are going back to the marking officer system. Our hope 
with that is not so much as to tighten the thing up, although we 
expect to tighten the marking up somewhat, but we hope to get 
it uniform throughout the whole jurisdiction. We have marking 
officers who have accepted the job. Some of them are new at it. 
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They certainly know the ritual and tactics but perhaps are not 
familiar with the marking, but under the leadership of Clyde Carter 
I am sure he is going to mold them into a good team that will 
do a good job. The marking instead of being on 985 points, as 
last year, is going to be on 970 points for 10 minus. That sounds 
as if it ought to be a little easier. I don’t expect, frankly, that it 
will be because, as I said, we hope to tighten up some of the spots 
that have been neglected. You will have to work just as hard 
to get 970 as you did 985. But if every Commandery gets working 
on it I am sure we can improve the work somewhat and get uni- 
form markings and, more than anything else, show the candidates 
that the Orders are put on properly. As I said before today, that 
is the way to interest the candidates and get more of them coming 
in. So the mark this year will be strictly on the work done on 
inspection night. The work that is done on candidates, social ac- 
tivities, and other things of that sort, will not be the mark that 
is given on inspection night. At the end of the year we will have 
an attainment mark and those Commanderies who get 10 minus 
will necessarily have to work hard on the other things that go into 
a Commandery year to hold their attainment mark up to 10 minus. 
Likewise, those with 9 plus or minus have an opportunity to bring 
that mark up. So we may end up, Sir Knights, with a lot up in 
the 9 plus class. / 

Getting back to membership gain, two Commanderies that I 
know of have already met their quota, Berkshire and Athol, 
which I was told today has already obtained ten candidates. 
Ivanhoe is within one I know and maybe they have gone over 
already. As was also said today, “Go thou and do thou likewise. 


Now I sincerely hope that we will have the cooperation of all 
the Comsunanilerios a officers this year. We need it. We nee 
to work together as a good team to put this thing across. We 
will stand together or hang together. That is the way I see it. 
I am sure we will do a good job. : 

One other thing in my mind that I would like to recommend and 
that is the formation of drill corps. This is something that has 
been recommended by the Grand Master and I recommend Ad 
you also as a means of interesting many of the younger Sir Knights 
as something that will give them something to do. If we are going 
to keep the Sir Knights interested that we take in we must give 
them something and I believe a form of a drill corps will do that. 
And it may have a tendency to get the Sir Knights back to the 
idea of getting back into uniform. Sooner or later we are going to 
be faced with that problem. I think if we start the drill corps we 
may start the feeling that some of the Sir Knights may want to 
get back into uniform and it may build up. I hope with the for- 
mation of these drill corps that we will see a little competition 
between Commanderies as a means of creating interest. Here is 
another way for good publicity. With an exhibition drill put on 
at a special night or other function I am sure that Blue Lodge and 
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Chapter boys may ask for petitions to the Commanderies. 


One other thing, Sir Knights, and that is exemplifications. 
Earlier this year we sent out a questionnaire on exemplifications. 
Thirty Commanderies responded out of fifty and that is a good 
percentage I think. Twenty-nine were in favor and while we have 
not made definite plans yet I am hopeful that before long we can 
have something laid out for exemplifications in several sections 
of the State with the idea of putting the Order of the Temple on. 
That is all we will attempt this year at any rate and let the Sir 
Knights see how it is done and making the corrections the same as 
in the Blue Lodge, Chapter and Council. I think that will be a 
big help to the officers. Tentatively, our thought is to have that 
on a Saturday afternoon because that seems to be the best day 
for most everybody. 


Tue Granp Commanper: R..E..Sir Grand Recorder, have 
we anything else on your desk? 


R..E..Sm Grores A. Werxs: There is nothing further on 
my desk. 


Tue Granp Commanper: E..Grand Warder, you will inform 
the E..Grand Sentinel that I am about to adjourn this Grand 
Commandery. 


E..Sir Errorp W. Poovr: R..E..Grand Commander, the 
E..Grand Sentinel is informed. 


Tue Granp Commanprn: Sir Knights, attention! Uncover! 
E..Grand Prelate, you will lead our devotions. 


Rev. anp E..Srr Frank B. Cranpauu: Almighty God, our 
Heavenly Father, we return our thanks for this happy gathering.

It has been called to my attention that some Commanderies 
since receiving the Ritual Changes issued by Grand Encampment 
(which were adopted at the 46th Triennial Conclave held in New 
York August 20 to 26 inclusive, 1955), have been using an “ex- 
emplar” when the class was less than eleven (11) postulants. I 
must therefore call your attention to the note to be placed on 
Page 89 of your Ritual: 

“Ty the event that it is absolutely necessary to confer The 
Order of the Temple upon more than eleven (11) postulants 


at a single Conclave, it shall be permissible to use an ‘ex- 
emplar’ for certain portions of the ‘work’ as indicated. Such 
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an ‘exemplar’ is permissible in portraying the ‘Three Years of 
Pilgrimage’ and the ‘Three Years of Warfare’ but all can- 
didates must participate in the vow (Page 106) and the dec- 
laration (Lines 20-22, Page 107). Also see the Optional Rubic 
No. 2.” 


It is my understanding that an “exemplar” can only be used 
when the number exceeds eleven (11))postulants. 


I will also call your attention to Question No. 3, which was 
submitted to the Committee on Ritualistic Matters at the Tri- 
ennial Conclave: 


Question No. 3— “In The Order of The Temple, what por- 
tion of the Ritual must be conferred on each candidate 
separately?” 


Approved Answer No. 3 
“The last pargraph of General Rules on Page 1 of the Ritual, 
and previously approved decisions would seem to answer 
this question. Where there is a class or group of candidates, 
eleven of these may participate in the First Four Libations 
at the Triangle at one time. Each candidate must participate 
separately in the Fifth Libation.” (Line 7, Page 120, through 
Line 15, Page 124) 
“There can be only one Triangle in use in the Asylum during 
the conferring of the Order of the Temple under presently 
existing Templar Law.”
